Class officers may be elected at 
UK in the future. 

Election of class officers to act 
as representatives in the Student 
Government Association was dis- 
cussed by a constitutional commit - 
;ee formed by SGA last week. 

Originally the chairman of the 
committee. Ann Marie O'Roark. bad 
, ropQMd that the committee be used 
to formulate a change in the SGA 
union, in order to divide the 
A e:nb!y into a bi-cameral organi- 
zation, composed of a "House" and 
a "Senate." 

However, after consideration by 
the committee, it was decided that 
election of class presidents would be 
more beneficial to the student gov- 
ernment. 

To Have Representatives 

Under the plan set forth by the 
committee, a representative from 
the freshmen, sophomore, junior, 
and senior classes would be chosen 
to represent their class in SGA. 
First, it was pointed out. it will be 
necessary to have SGAs approval of 
the committee's plan 

If the plan is accepted, the student 
body will vote to either accept the 
plan or reject it at the next SGA 
general election. Should the plan 
be accepted by the student body, the 
committee said. SGA s constitution 
will be altered to make it possible 

Then elections for class officers 
will be held. Organization of the 
different classes will be the biggest 
problem, the committee said It was 
suggested that rallies and competi- 
tion between the classes be used to 
spark interest. 

Tug Of War Suggrsted 
For example, it was proposed 
that interest might be raised by 
having a tug of war, or some other 
similar form of competition, to 
bring the classes together. 

Incorporation of the new officers 
was mentioned as the next problem 
Since four officers from each class 
would be elected. 16 new representa- 
tives would have to be fitted into 
the student government body. 

Miss O'Roark pointed out that the 
advantages of having class officers 
would be two-fold. First, she said, 
there would be better representation 
for the student body as a whole, 
and. second, the competition between 
classes would bolster school spirit 

The committee's plan will be pre- 
sented at the next SGA meeting 
at 7 p.m. Monday in Room 127 of 
the Student Union.

Prof. Noe assumed an emeritus 
status in 1934 due to ill health and 
moved to California. He had pub- 
lished seven volumes of poetry and 
other works. 

His latest published work Is an 
honorarium collection of representa- 
tive folk poems of Kentucky printed 
in 1947. 

Prof. Noe was born in Washington 
County during the Civil War. He 
attended T M. Mourning's Academy 
at Springfield, an academy at Perry- 
ville, and graduated from Franklin 
College in Indiana. 

After four years as a teacher m 
Kentucky and Indiana schools, he 
did graduate work at Cornell and 
the University of Chicago In addi- 
tion to a law practice at Springfield, 
he taught at Williamsburg Institute. 
Hart -v tile. Tenn.. Masonic Institute. 
Theodore Harris Institute. Pineville 
and Lincoln Memorial University. 
Harrogate. Tenn.. before coming to 
Kentucky A. and M College 

While at Kentucky A and M. Col- 
lege, he taught English in the 
Normal School and later was head 
of the Education College. He lec- 
tured on the Redpath Chautauqua 
Circuit from Iowa to Maine and 
read selections of his

\i. eternal complaint on campus . . . food in'the 
women's calet e ri a . ha, again become- a common 
top.c ol con\< ' sati< ..i among University coeds. 

I he critic isms remain generally the same: Lack 
>''. v. nety in tht menu jxxir preparation of food, 
too .mall portions and too long lines. 

In understanding the meal situation, the coeds 
should rioliw that institutional food can never be 
compared w:th what they have been accustomed 
to at home. Even the sorority houses have an ad- 
vantage over the cafeteria in that they need to 
prepare for a comparatively small number of girls 
In contrast, the dormitory cafeteria must serve 
more than fiSO coeds a day. 

One valid complaint that of having to stand in 
such a long line st< ms from the lact that a huge 
number of the girls living in the dormitories have 
classe. from 11-12 noon. Consequently, there is a 
rush to get to the cafeteria lor lunch and the line 
begins to double and triple its ordinary length. 
Distribution of classes is at fault in this instance. 

Of the "5220 paid each semester by every girl 
living the dorms, fit) per cent of the money goes 
for hoard, the remaining 40 per cent is for room. 
Included in this fit) per cent arc food, kitchen 
salaries, equipment, linens, depreciation cost. etc. 
An average ol W ( cents is spent by each girl per 
meal Onl\ by pee p er fa g for a large number can 
the cafeteria work on such a small budget. 

Contrary to popular belief, the same loods arc- 
not served on certain days each week. The meals 
are planned approximately a week in advance, with 
no scheduling of chicken soup each Wednesday 
noon!" 

Begarding the complaint about the poor quality 
of the food, the highest grade meats and vegetables 



obtainable arc brought by tin. tati.teiia. Each day 
fresh produce is purchased The quality ol the 
tood cannot be questioned. 

Perhaps, then, it is in the preparation that th. 
tood is mishandled The kitchen stall cou ists ol 
nine employees, ranging from the the! to the 
s-dad women The ixjor workin-; hours required 
tend to discourage a good manv pro, poetise aoj 
ployees. Still, the present staff appears to be e 
petent in their line of work 

The girls complain that the portions served arc 
inadequate It th-y .ire tiot getting enough to eat 
then there is a legitimate reason for th< ; r criticism. 
But. more than likelv. it is their own fault. Most 
ol the girls fail to realize that th«v inav BO back 
for seconds on all vege-tables and bread l arge- 
portions are not given the lirst time in an effort to 
eliminate waste 

Perhaps the- main shortcoming lies in the l.nt 
that the cafeteria has no room in which to expand 
The staff must make the best of the facilities it 
already has With the building of a new women's 
dormitory and caleteria in the near future the 
problem should lx- solved. 

Two worthwhile efforts have lieen made this tail 
toward clearing up the food problem \ special 
supervisor has been appelates] to see that each 
tray sent from the kitchen is attractive and will 
pre-pared. Soconelly. a committee of students has 
been a|>|x>inled to hear the spec ific complaints of 
the- girls, and in turn will carry them to a faculty 
committee which can take action toward solving 
the problem. 

Stop and think, girls! Is it really an appalling 
situation, or are you merely echoing complaints so 
prevalent on other campuses? 



'Smokeless 9 Library Is Inconvenient 
For Students Wanting Cigarette 



The policy of "No Smoking" in the foyer of the 
Margaret 1. King Library is inconvenient for the 
student to say the least. Three possible motiva- 
tions lie behind such a ruling. (1) Headquarters is 
afraid the marble on the floor of the foyer will get 
scorched. (2) HQ is afraid that the library will fill 
up with sBK)ha. (3) HQ is of the opinion that stu- 
dents, smoking in the foyer, do not look "gentle- 
manlv." . .

These motivations are -of the utmost interest, be- 
cause an infinite number of things can be said about 
them. First. HQ's fear that the marble floors might 
get scorched is of scientific interest-.

statement was to the effect that the reason for giv- 
ing card section tickets only to fraternity memlx-rs 
was that the metnliers have a certain pride to pre- 
vent them from disorderly conduct in the card sec- 
tion, and that Ladefseadeatl do not. 

W hen SCA passed a ruling to discontinue the 

the 



^ection if. and only if. we could give them assur- 
ance of a safety check of those sitting in the card 
section, since the responsibility of controlling Stu- 
dent conduct rested with the Circle. 

The C'ircle discussed the problem of a safety pa- 
trol. Our decision was to obtain pledges from those 
lraternities wanting card section blocks that they 
would Ik- responsible and fine members for dis- 
orderly conduct, such as tlirowing cards. We felt 
that by working through the group and individual 
control w hich a fraternity has over its inemliers we 
could both meet the patrol requirement made by 
£CA. 

Any fraternity which had signed the card section 
agreement was then te> impose the fine upon any e>f 
its me-mlx rs who deviated Irenn the card section 
rules. Furthermore, if any violation occurred, the 
Circle rese-rved the right to bar that organization 
from participation in either Homecoming or May- 
Day competition or both. 

W hen we had received signed pledges from a 
sufficient number ol fraternities to fill the card sec- 
tion w e took our proposal to SCA. Our solution to 
its requirement for a safety check was fraternity 
cbeek ol memlK-rs. plus Suky patrol of the section. 
We did not present the proposal with the idea of 
keeping Independents from sitting in the card sec- 
tion; rather we were trying to install the check 
which SCA required. 

Suky does not have the power to enforce its rules 
upon any individual in the student body; it de- 
pends entirely upon cexoperation from the students. 
An organization, such as a fraternity, docs hive the 
paerer to enforce its rules gieBa those who are mem- 
bers. Fraternity meinl>ers which had voted to ac- 
cept card section responsibility would feel obli- 
Hah-el to conduct, thi mselvcs properlv Therein lies 



the "pride" of a fraternity, which is in actuality its 
responsibility as a group. 

Since the time ol our proixisal SCA has dec ided 
to work with us in this matte r of card section che ck 
by referring offenders to the judiciary committee- 
which has the povve-r to recall ID cards. SCA is 
the gove-niing body of all University students. With 
its help we can carry out a safety check in the card 
section. Provision has been made for fraternity 
and Independent blocks in that section.

Students Offered Services 
Of Speech, Hearing Clinic

111 Willow Hall the University has 
the only school of Its kind in the 
country Located in the Psychology 
Annex, the school, (or correction of 
speech and henrinp defects, is among 
the services offered by UK": 
and hearing clinic. 

Under the direction of Dr 
F Diehl. associate professor of psy- 
chology, the clinic offers free serv- 
ices to any student with speech or 
hearing difficulty The cUnic has 
the distinction of being the%nly one 
of this kind in the state. 

Dr. Diehl states that national sur- 
veys indicate that six per cent of all 
college freshmen have disorders 
needing clinical attention, and any 
graduate still possessing such dif- 
ficulties, is forced to labor under a 
tremendous social as well as voca- 
tional handicap He stresses that 
the group is concerned with the 
fundamental* of speech and not 
with diction and elocution, such 
niceties being left to the English 
Department. 

Willow Hall was originally con- 
ceived in 1948 by the Lexington 
Council For Jewish Women which 
now shares sponsorship of the 
project with the Lexington Junior 
League and the Lexington Chapter 
for Crippled Children The clinic 
is now in its fourth year 

The school now has 15 students, 
seven girls and eight boys, ranging 
from first through third grade 
children follow a full cur- 
under the direction of Mrs 
itoles Their program differs 
from that in regular schools only 
in that they receive 20 minutes of 
group and 20 minutes of individual 
Instructions each day After attend- 
ing Willow Hall for one year the 
students usually are ready to enter 
or return to regular schools 

When each group enters the 
school • individual recordings arc 
made by the Radio Arts Depart- 
ment At the end of the year re- 



cordings are again made and both 
are transferred from the ongin:il 
tapes to disc recordings which are 
used in demonstrations to parents 
and in college classroom work. 

The clinic also offers therapy to 
out-patients from the city, county 
and state who come in once a week 
for services. The Saturday morning 
diagnostic clinic offers free exami- 
nation by appointment to any resi- 
dent of Kentucky 

Services of the clinic are in- 
corporated into a summer training 
program for prospective speech 
therapists, teachers and clinical 
workers who have frequent contact 
with speech defectives The course 
is open at a fee to out of state in- 
dividuals 

In addition to these services the 
clinic also has a working agreement 
with Cardinal Hill hospital for 
crippled children whereby it is re- 
sponsible for instruction of cerebral 
palsy patients.

UK Anthropology Museum 
Undergoing Redeeoration

The Anthropology Museum is be- 
ing repaired and redecorated for the 
first time to any great extent since 
It was built in 1907 

The program began last May and 
will be completed around April of 
1954 by the Maintenance Depart- 
ment Raymond H Thompson, 
curator of the museum. Is in charge 
of the program 

There are many structural repairs 
being made such as roof and floor 
repairing. Shelves have been built 
in the basement with Interchange- 
able drawers which will contain the 
relics not being studied or dis- 
played 

A laboratory Is being built in the 
basement to clean the relics and to 
treat them with chemicals. New 
partitions have also been con- 
structed to provide more office 
space 

The main floor of the museum Is 
being reorganised and will be chiefly 
for the appreciation of the public 
Thompson said New exhibit cases 
are being added which will be pro- 
vided with inner lighting for a bet- 
ter perspective. Thompson plans to 
display exhibits showing the earliest 
inhabitants up to the Indians that 
were here in Kentucky when the 
white man came. The exhibits will 
be organized into periods of history 



A stairway has been built leading 
up to the balcony where the more 
specialized exhibits will be placed. 
Thompson plans to show relics here 
which will help the students and 
their courses In Anthropology and 
Societies Around the World 

The purpose ol the redeeoration 
is mainly to provide a more ex- 
tensive exhibition of the museum's 
collection of relics, because formerly 
there was not enough space to 
handle the collections. As a result 
of the work of Dr W. S Webb, for- 
mer head of the Anthropology De- 
partment, one of the finest collec- 
tions of pre-historic Indian remains 
in the eastern United States and 
m the South is here at UK. Mr. 
Thompson declared. 

The museum was a gift to the 
University by Andrew Carnegie 
through the efforts of former Presi- 
dent Patterson and was originally 
built for a library. It was given to 
the Anthropology Department about 
1932 and served as a research center 
as well as a place for their regional 
displays.

This is where McDaniels work 
becomes important. By sending up 
photographic plates coated with a 
special emulsion in rockets, he is 
computing the probable effect cos- 
mic rays will have on men when 
they travel into outer space.

Studies Cosmic Rays 

His happiness stemmed from the 
opportunity he was given to do re- 
search in his field of interest- 
cosmic rays The White Sands prov- 
ing grounds enlisted his aid in ex- 
ploring the mysteries of cosmic rays 
and it wasn't long before local news- 
papers began running Buck Rogers" 
stories concerning his work. 

Cosmic rays, which have always 
been a mystery to science, gave him 
the challenge he wanted so badly, 
and today he is one of the few men 
who has done active research on 
them 

Radioactivity is found in the form 
of cosmic rays in outer space. Their 
source is believed to be the sun. 
These cosmic rays, which McDaniel 
is studying, are particles of matter
